Donald, who superintended the execu-

Sing Sing prison on the morning of 
July 7, 169L In all these cases, one elec- 


fle was so applied as to cover the fore- 


leatl and temples, and the other—a larger 
one—the calf of the right leg, except in 
;he case of Joseph Wood, in which it was 
applied to the left leg, In consequence of 
an ulcer on the right one The electrodes 
were thoroughly wet with a solution of 
•alt water before the current was turned 
on, and were moistened at intervals when 
the current was interrupted with the 
•ame solution thrown on them with a 
•yriuge. 


Catelectrlam of Slocum. 


James J. Slocum entered the execution 


room at 4:33 a. m., and passed at once to 
the chair, accompanied by his priest and 
occupied with his devotions. The restrain 
ing straps and electrodes were adjusted 
expeditiously and without resistance, anc 
the electric circuit was completed, firs 
time' at 4:35:40 The first contact lasted 
twenty-seven seconds, at the end of which 
time it was broken, but the pulse was btil 
found to be beating strongly, and between 
one or two minutes later a noisy respira 
tion became established with considerabl 
regularity. The current was immediately

Observations In Smller> Case. 


Harris A. Smiler entered the room at 
0«:30a m.

le sponges; was again made for ten sec- 
ods and again the sponges were wet, and 
third contact was niacle for ten seconds, 
hree contacts of ten seconds each were 
bus made, at the end of which time there 
•as no effort at respiration, but the puko 
as beating so firmly and regularly that 
, was thought expedient to again close 
he circuit for nineteen seconds, at the 
nd of which time auscultation showed 
at the heart had permanently ceased 
eating.

CHANGED THE TIME OF CONTACT. 


lie Learned Doctors Continue Their 


Ghnstly Experiments. 


It will be noticed that in the first case 
he pressure was applied for fifty-three 
aconds in all. At the end of that time 
espiration and the heart beats badperma 
enlly ceased. In the second case, at the 
nd of three contacts of ten seconds each, 
lie heart beat was Btlll strong, aud at tbe 
nd of the fourth application of ninetenn 
econds that had entirely ceased. It would 
ppear from this that tbe duration of the 
urrent was quite as important an item as 
he making and breaking of a contact. It 
was, therefore, determined to make the 
ontact in the next case a little longer, in- 
,enuptions being necessary to permit of 
loistening the sponges.

At 6:02:15 a. m. the circuit 
was closed for the first time, and three 
contacts of fifteen seconds each followed,

When the current was finally 


>roken a very slight fluttering was felt at 
he wrist, which observation was con- 
irmed by Drs. Ward, Daniels, Rockwell, 
Wilson and Townsend and by Ward a 
second time. In this case extreme heat 
was noticed in the region of the knee 
above the point where the lower electrode 
bad been applied, and a thermometer held 
against the skin for only fifteen Jeconda 
ran up to 112 degree!, the highest point it 
registered, while the sensation conveyed 
M tbe hand was such as to render it prob- 
able that the temperature bad run up to 
the boiling point of water, if not higher. 
At 6:17 the chest was bared and cessation 
of the heart beats was confirmed. The 
pressure reported by Professor Laud? in 
this case was 1,465 volts.

We were both Germans and 
natmally we spoke to each oLher in Ger- 
man, fcdiue officials v :io heard us so 
speaking ciime up to us interposed rude- 
ly, nnd ^aid: "I'hisi.s Russia and not 
Germany. It will tie well for you to re- 
member that."'

astrous fire in its histoiy. It broke out 
at 10 o'clock and was not got under con- 
t-)l until 6 o'clock Friday uiormug. The 
dvoage takes in an. aiea of six blocks, 
and the loss, which caimot yet be defi- 
nitely estimated, will bo V.TV large. The 
fire started in Bailej';, planing niill, on 
Taylor's wharf.

breeze from the north ami m a few min 
utes the flames had complete control of 
the mill. The breeze c unwl a continual 
shower of burning ember, to tho build- 
logs, wtarves, aud ve-.ul, to the south, 
and in an incredibly Mion timo the fire 
spread through Butler, Uroukfield and 
Liverpool streets. 


Tremendous Explosion of Kerosene. 
The Cunaid docks and tlie immense 


•wharves aud business structures sur- 
rounding th^m were soon enveloped in 
flames. 
In one of the u arc-houses hun- 


dreds of casks of kerosene oil uere stored. 
These burst with a tremendous noise. 
Some of the casks were thrown into the 
water, which burst into a-licet of flame 
for half a mile, menacing the utitue ship- 
ping of the port.

A Man of an Old and Honorable Fam Ijr— 


An Old Physician 


Dr H. N Clark died about 2 o'clock yes- 


terday afternoon at his home In Nlantic 
He had been very ill for four or five mouths 
His illness dates back four years, when he 
met with the accident from which he never 
fully recovered A hemorrhage of the lungs 
yesterday morning was the immediate cause 
of death. 


Dr. Clark was born in St 
Lawrence 


county, N "i , Jan 18,1825 
Silas Clark, 


his greatgrandfather, resided in Wmdhara 
Bounty, Conn. 
His grandfather, Ahner 


Clark, was bora in Lebanon, Conn, January 
1765. The birth of his father, whose name 
was Capt. Abner Clark, occurred at the 
same place January, 1796. In 1797 the 
family moved to Berkshire county, Mass , 
and in 1817 to St Lawrence- county, N. T 
They settled in the town of Madrid, 10 
miles from the St 
Lawrence river when 


that part of the state was a vast wilderness 


Dr. Clark's mother was Cynthia Skid 


more, who was born at Arlington, Vt, on 
Nov 2, 1800 
Her parents had moved to 


Vermont from Connecticut^ 
Dr. Clark's 


father died in St Lawrence county March 
31,1870, when past 
the 
age 
of 80 


At the time of his death his death he was 
one of the oldest settlers of St Lawrence 
county 


Horace Norton Clark was the second of a 


family of 12 children, of whom six were 
boys and six girls 
He was raised in bt 


Lawrence county, obtained a good educa- 
tion, and in 1844 at the age of 15 took 
charge of a school as a teacher 
After 


teachiug two winters he attended the ht 
Lawrence academj at Potsdan N Y. As 
a teacher he was successful and in June
